‘Bertin, April 29.—A new trans- 
lation of the Bible into German’ 
has’ been undertaken “by two 
Hebrew’ scholars—Dr. Buber, 
leader of the Zionist Youth Move- 


ment in Germany, and . Dr. 
Rosenzweig, founder’ of - 
Jewish seminary at Frankfurt. . 
is stated. that both Catholics au 
Protestants in Germany are ag 
deeply interested as the ‘Jewish 
leaders in this attempt to bring 
the Old Testament nearer to the 
spirit of mankind in general 
jto-day, and are supporting the 
work with. fhe greatest sympathy.
